FOR CITRUS? 


PORTERVILLE, June 20 — A 
strong possibility is now seen that 
citrus frost insurance will be made 
available in Tulare county through 
the Federal Crop Insurance, cor- 
poration. 

It is expected that representa- 
tives of the U.S. department of 
agriculture will be in the county 
July 11 and 12 to make a survey 
as to need for such a program, 

« whether or not growers desire cit- 
tus frost insurance, and what 
rates would be necessary. 

: If the program is put into op- 
eration, it will probably also. in- 
clude citrus acreage in Fresno and 
Kern counties. 

Present thinking of USDA of- 
ficials is that no other phase of 
citrus produttion would be cov- 


ered by insurance, other than 
frost. 
The Federal Crop Insurance 


program has been applied to cit- 
rus on a limited scale in other 
areas; it is used extensively by 
Tulare county wheat producers, 
and, throughout the nation, has 
also been applied to corn, cotton, 
tobacco, flax, soybeans, beans and 
, barley. 

In general terms, crop insur- 
ance is set up to protect farmers 
from production hazards on a

basis of production costs. Par- 


ticipating farmers pay regular 


premiums for the insurance pro- * 


tection. 

Since the program was estab- 
lished in 1939, crop insurance on 
a national basis has operated “in 
the black” most of the time, how- 
ever, because of drought condi- 
tions in the Middle West during 
the past several years, the pro- 
gram now shows a deficit in total. 

Rates are set generally to pay 
costs of the program under “nor- 
mal” circumstances, when insured 
crop losses in one area of the na- 
tion would be offset by insurance 
premiums paid in other areas that 
suffered no crop losses. 

From 1939 through 1955, 43 
per cent of indemnities paid by 
the corporation were due to 
drought. Other indemnities re- 
sulted from floods, disease, frost, 
wind, insects, hail and excess 
moisture. 

Concerning citrus, it is believed 
that insurance for crop hazards, 
other than frost, are not practical 
in Tulare county. Citrus produc- 
ers interested in the program can 
express their ideas, or get further 
information at the Federal Crop 
Insurance office, in the basement 
of the Porterville post office.

FARMERS MUST FACE REALISM 


When Senator Ellender, chairman of the U.S. Senate Agriculture 
committee, recently asked Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson 
for his appraisal of the "farm program" past, present and future, Sec- 
retary Benson, as is his usual custom, pulled no punches, but went 
straight and honestly to the point in telling "how the cow ate the 
cabbage." 

Because we believe that the thinking of farmers must find com- 
spletely new channels — that the farm programs of the past must be 
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discarded in the face of realistic appraisal, we herewith quote some 


of Mr. Benson's ideas: 


Now is the time to see that graneries and warehouses presently 
being emptied are not filled again with price-depressing surplusses. 

Controls are not effective in reducing over-all agricultural pro- 
duction, despite the severe restrictions they impose on farmers’ free- 
dom-to deeduce and market. 

Agricultural products are likely to continue to be abundant. Un- 
der such conditions they cannot be successfully priced as if they were 
scarce. 

The present legal formulas governing acreage allotments and 
price supports are proving obsolete. 

Production per farmer has doubled in the last 15 years. This 
creates a new dimension in farm policy and makes it virtually impos- 
sible to curtail agricultural output with the types of controls accept- 
able in, our society. 

Farmers are being subjected to the forces generated by the tech- 
nological revolution. They are adjusting from wartime to peacetime 
demands. Their markets are burdened by surpluses which result, at 
feast in part, from past wartime programs. 

Obviously, farmers must be protected from the harsh price ef- 
fects which would result from their exposed economic position, their 
weak bargaining power and their abundant production. Government 
efforts should help rather than. hinder them. 

If surpluses are reduced, farmers will feel that acreage allotments 
should be increased. Under present law, however, farmers are un- 
likely to receive increased allotments for most of the basic crops. 
Hence, under present law, disappointment awaits many farm families. 

Last year, in spite of acreage allotments, marketing quotas, the 
beginning of a soil bank and a severe drought in the Southwest, over- 
all farm production reached an all-time record. 

The acreage-allotment, marketing quota and associated price 
support programs that have been in effect during the last two years 
have had little influence in total farm production, although the pro- 
duction of specific cmmodities has been modified considerably. 

An eight per cent reduction from 1953 to 1955 in the total pro-

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It doesn’t take much hot weath- 
er to slow down the warm water 
fishing, especially for black bass, 
and this is the case throughout 
most of the San Joaquin valley at 
the present time.. However, cat- 
fish and certain other species of 
warm water fish are being caught 
in some. waters. For instance, 
white catfish, and big ones run- 
ning to two pounds are being tak- 
en in good numbers from the 
Whites Bridge slough and the wa- 
ters of the adjacent Mendota Wa- 
terfowl Management area. 

From Kern county comes word 
that Isabella lake has been pro- 
ducing: lots of white crappie and 
brown bullheads and the fish and 
game ‘department urges the 
sportsmen to exert as mueh fish- 
ing pressure on this particular 
resource as possible as reproduc- 
tion can easily exceed the har- 
vest resulting in a stunted crop. 

Fishing on the Southfork of the 
Kings river west of Lemoore has 
been fair with some nice bass 
taken near Murphey’s bridge. 

Lower Dinkey creek has been 
providing some very good wild 
trout fishing about two or three 
miles up from where the creek en- 
ters the Northfork of the Kings 
river. The lower reaches of this 
creek is stocked regularly by the 
fish and game department. The 
Kings river above Pine Flat res- 
ervoir is still a bit too high for 
the best in trout fishing although 
some are being caught. 

Shad are in the American river 
below Folsom dam although the 
water is a little too high for the 
best in fly fishing for shad. An- 
other week or ten days should be 
about right. 

Lots of doves throughout the 
San Joaquin valley and all indi- 
cations point to another good sea- 
son. H. F. Rawl, sailor from the 
USS Essex rushed the season the 
other day and was arrested near 
Travers, Tulare county for shoot- 
ing doves from a motor vehicle for 
which he paid a fine of $100.

Specifications call for seeding 
of.both sides of this dike with a 
mix of common Bermuda grass 
and Rye grass. 

Principal features of the proj- 
ect include the main earth and 
rock fill dam and the *earth fill 
Frazier dike; a concrete outlet 
works through the dam with con- 
trol tower and spillway; and the 
government camp. ‘ 

Concerning federal appropria- 
tion for the Success project, only 
$518,000 is included in the ap- 
propriations bill presented to the 
House of Representatives, how- 
ever, Senator Thomas H. Kuchel 
has stated that he is urging the 
Senate appropriations committee 
to ‘write specific language into 
pending public works appropria- 
tion bill making clear that Army 
engineers can spend up to $5,000,- 
000 on Success dam if this con- 
gress subsequently enacts new 
authorization bill as earlier passed 
by the Senate.” 

It appears likely that when 
congress passes its final public 
works legislation, money will be 
available to go ahead with the 
Success project through the next 
fiscal year.
